THE BOND FORGERS. 


THEY ARE GREAT MEN AT THE TREASURY 
DEPARTMENT — BROCKWAY’S INTERVIEW 
WITH SECRETARY FOLGER. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasninoron, D. C., May 2.—A great many 
sensational rumors are gow jn circulation rela- 
tive to a postponement of the sentence ih the 
Doyle case at Chic@ro, The real reasons are 
these: The sentencing was tponed owing to 
an investigagon which is now being made by 
the Government into certain statements as to 
the counterfeit United States bonds and the 
plates from which they were printed. The 
friends of Doyle who bave interested themseives 
in bis behalf have succeeded in securing this 
postponement, and it is to be presumed that 
they have not been able to do this without hav- 
ing made strong representations to the Govern- 


ment. 
THE @rATEMENTS 

which have been made to the Treasury officials 
and to the Attorney-General, which are now 
being investigated, are these: First, that the 
bonds captured with Doyle were by no means 
all of the counterfeit bonds which were printed 
and are in circulation; second, that these bonds 
were printed from a plate which was in its 
essential parts, if not in its entirety, genuine; 
third, that this genuine Nate was stolen from 
the custody of the Treasury Department by 
parties who are known or suspected, or was fur- 
uished by some one in the Government service 
connected with the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, and is, and for years has been, a con- 
federate of the counterfeiters. It 
is to be presusned that Doyle 
has offered to furnish proof of all or part of 
those statements, and that the prima-facie re- 
ports which have been made to the Government 
were sufficient to warrant the postponement of 
the sentence. It can be stated, however, upon 
the highest autbority, 

DOYLE HAS NOT BEEN GRANTED IMMUNITY, 


and there is nothing in the existing situations so 
far developed from which it can be declared 
that immunity will be granted to him. If Doyle 
possesses this information, and bas enabied bis 
friends to make such representations to the 
Government on his behalf. as is wodoubtedly 
the fact, as a key to open his prison-door, it is 
difficult: to reconcile the possession of this in- 
formation by Doyle with the theory that be is 

' AN INNOCENT COUNTRY MAN, 

as he has claimed to be. The investigation bas 
not yet been completed, and it will not be for 
some time, but it is safe to say, from the exam- 
inadon of the plates and persous which has thus 
far been made, that the evidence has not been 
furnished that there isa larger amount of coun- 
terfeit bonds outstanding than was found in 
Doyie’s carpet-bag, and that.the charges that 
the country is flooded with spurious se- 
curities, and that a cvorru@t combivation 
exists reaching into the Buréau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing itself. have not as yet, at least. 
been sustained. The Government officials do 
pot think that such evidence will be secured. 
The plate has been examined in all its detais. 


Is REMARKABLE PLATE. 


Some of the diés seem to be genuine. The most 
that can be said for it is that the best impres- 
sion which it takes is as good as the worst bond 
which the Government prints. The secrecy 
with which this investigation has been conduct- 
ed will perhaps best be illustrated by the state- 
ment of the fact that Spencer, alias Brockway, 
has himself been in this city, bas bad a pro- 
tracted interview with the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury, and bagaiett, and that the officers of 
the District-Attorfiey's office, who have war- 
rants against bim under an indictment recently 
found by the grand jury here, were not aware 
of bis presence, orvat least did not attempt to 
arrest him. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
not communicative as to the results of 
THE INTERVIEW WITH BROCAKAWAY, 
but it is known that Brockway's statements were 
not satisfactory. He said that the plate was 
given to bim by some person now connected 
with the Bureau of Engraving Printing. 
Who that person is he absolutely decTined to dis- 
close. A singular incident connected with the 
fact is that 
WILLIAM r. WOOD, 
ex-Government detective, once Chief of the 
Secret Service uf the Treasury, telegraphed to 
Jersey City granting Brockway a safe 
conduct to Washington. Whether Wood bas 
any authority to speak for the Guvernwent or 
to grant protection to persons from arrest, does 
not appear. One of the stories in connection 
with the case is that Wood desires to secure the 
removal of Mr. Brooks, the present Chief of the 
Secret Service, and this is one of the instrumen.- 
talities which he chooses far that purpose. There 
are a great many details connected with this 
matter which are not at present to be made 
public, but this much can be said: That the of- 
ticials who know most about the investigation 
are of opinion that 
THE STARTLING STORIES 
at first presented to them cunnot be substan- 
tiated, and that the business community need 
not be alarmed that the currency and bonds of 
the country have to any more than the usual 
extent been counterfeited. The interests of 
Mr. Doyle in the matter are one thing, and the 
interests of Mr. William P. Wood. ex-Treasury 
Detective, who has secured the indictment of 
both Brockway and Smith, the engraver in this 
District, are quite another. Wood is certainly 
working against Brockway apd Smith, but he 
does not appear to be enden vort to assist 
Doyle. Both Smith and Brockway. have been 
indicted in the District of Columbia on a 
charge of feloniousiy embezziing and taking 
away from the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, inthe Treasury Building at Wasbington, 
certain parts of the plates used in the produac- 
tion of genuine paper obligations of the United 
States Government. There are eight counts in 
THE IWDICTMENT 
which has been found against tha two men. 
The witnesses upon whose testimony the in- 
dictment was procured are Col. William P. 
Wood, Charies Neale, and George T. Jones. The 
various counts relate to one counterfeit of the 
United States coupon bonds authorized by acts 
of Congress of July 17, 1861, and Aug. 5, 1°61, of 
the denomination of 51.000. The accusation is 
substantially that the counterfeits were pro- 
duced by the use of the artistic parts of 
genuine work of the original plates illegally 
procured from the Bureau ot Engraving and 
Printing. Mr. Wood maintains that there must 
be a corrupt combination of counterfeiters 
which extends to the Bureau of Bograving and 
Printing, and, in support of this, be refers to 
the fact that : 
GEORGE W. CASILEAR, 
now the Superintendent of Government Ru- 
graving, at one time vouched for the good char- 
acter of Smith, and at a time when de- 
sired to arrest him. Col. Wood is of the opinion 
that the latest exploits of Brockway have been 
on the same pian as bis first are known to have 
n—that « lead or some soft metal impres- 
sien of parts of a Government-bond plate 
tomake a matrix has been procured trom the 
Bureau of Eugraving and Printing; that what- 
ever be could not get in this way was engraved, 
and the combination of the two kinds of 
work produced the most dangerous bond coun- 
terfeit ever known. Brockway’s main success 
has been achieved by the use of his knowledge 
of chemistry as applied to electrotyping. Neariy 
All the large counterfeiting that he has been 
concerned in has been largely connected with 
the use of electrotypes instead of the ordinary 
methods of transterring in use by bank-note 
engravers. The latter method is expensive, and 
requires costiy machinery for duplicating plates 
in steel, so that many impressions may be 
printed. 
THE ELECTROTYPING PROCESS 
is very cheap and requires but little machinery, 
but it serves very weil for a counterfeiter who 
needs to print but a few impressions. It will be 
noticed Brockway, when bere last week, 
declined to state to Sécretary Folger where he 
Obtained the origipals from which the electro- 
type was made. He is believed to have stated 
that the bonds were printed from ap electrotype 
which would leave the original plate from which 
the electrotype was made yet to be accounted 
for. it seems difficult to think that anything 
could be taken from the Bureau of Engraving 
and printing without the knowledge of the au- 
thorities. There is a small army of stipendia- 
ries employed as watchmen and guards in the 
bureau, and 
IT HAS BEEN THEIR BOAST 
that no person could take out of the bureau any 
rtof any engraved plate without discovery. 
very visitor to the bureau has seen these pre- 
tended safeguards paraded, and the impression 
is conveyed that no workn.an is ever free from 
the piercing eyes of spies and informers whose 
vigilance observes everything.’ Wood. who was 
the most active witness against Brockway bo- 
fore the grand jury. claims that Brockway and 
Smith dic not give up the whole stock nor teil 
their whole story in any way beneficial to the 
Government atthe ttmeof the condoning of 
their Offense. He says 
THEY DECEIVED THE SECRET-SERVICE or-

in order to cover up their tracks and be enabled 
to permit the continuance of the rascaiities in 
thé Bureau of Eugraving and Printing.

of about 54 000 000, The acuon of the Repub- 
lican caucus prevented the committee from re- 
porting any ovision for a reduction of the 
main tax on whisky or tobacco, althougu a bill 
the passage of which would have reduced the 
revenue by $6,000,000 bad been prepared. When 
the bill described above comes betore the House, 
a determined effort will be made to add to it a 
clause abolishing the tax ou leaf tobacco sold 
by the producer to any one except a licensed 
dealer or manufacturer.

HIS PECULIAR METHODS AND INCLINATION 
TO DO NOTHING FOR THE SUSPECTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. G., May 22.—The correspond- 
ence relating to the “suspects” imprisoned in 
Ireland was sent to the House today. It is very 
voluminous, and pretty much anticipated by 
previous fragmentary publications. Minister 
Lowell writes, May 3:

Tinsley. Consular Agent at Limerick, to visit the 
prisoners and make known to them the offers, 
and twoof them, Meluery and Slattery, were al- 
lowedthree days to consider whether they would 
accept or not. The others, O'Mahoney, Gannon, 
and McSweeney, refused to be liberated on any 
terms whatever. Whose advice or orders they 
were acting under is a matter of very probable 
conjecture. Meanwhile, it is nearly certain all 
the “suspects,” except those charged with 
crimes ot violence, will be set at liberty, thus 
rendering pugatory the most effective argument 
in favor ef disorder d resistance to the law.

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THE NEXT HOUSE. 


MEMBERS ANXIOUS FOR AN ADJOURNMENT. 
Spectal to Globe- Lemocrat. 

WasuinaTon, D. C., May 2z1l.— The subject of 
the composition of the next House is beginning 
to be discussed a good deal in and about Con- 
gress, and ar evident impatience is beginning 
to show itself among members for Congress to 
adjourn, in order that they may go home and 
look after their nominations and elections. 
This disposition will probably do more than auy- 
thing eise to cut short The present filibustering 
tactics, and bring the two sides to some sort of 
au understanding, whereby the public business 
will ou uninterruptedly and an adjournment 
be secured before the close of next 
month. Regarding the political complexion 
of the next House there is quite a diversity of 
views. The fact can not be denied, however, ; 
that the Republicans of the House feel a good 
deal discouraged oves their prospects for the 
next Congress, while smocrats assert cont- 
dently that they wili carry the country next fall, 
and have the next House by a safe majority. 
In discussing the situation, a prominent Kepub- 
lican Congressman said today: 

“ This state of affairs is, of course, owntng to 
the disaffection among Republicans in Penn- 
Sylvania, New York, and Ohie. Even in lowa, 
which is generally solidly for the Kepublicans, 
the temperance movement, as in Ohio, is giv- 
ing the Republicans a good deal of uneasiness, 
and, as an lowa member told me the other day, 

MAY RESULT IN IEK DEFEAT 
of one or two Republican Congressmen in that 
State. As to Pennsylvania and New York, the 
situation remains about the same as it bas been 
for a year or more past. In both these States 
the issue is one of supremacy between Stalwarts 
and anti-Stalwarts. With these two contending 
factions in the field, it is extremely probable 
that the Democrats will make great gains, aud 
may secure several additional Congressmen. 
In Ohio the same issue exists to some extent be- 
tween Kepubiicaus, but this in itself is not likely 
to make much difference in results. Otherwise, 
however, the outlook is even more to be de- 
plored by Republicans than anywhere eise. In 
the large cities, where the German population is 
greatest, the loss to the Republicans in conse- 
quence of the enforcement of the Liquor law 
will undoubtedly be great. I would not be sur- 
prised if the Democrats elected two Congress- 
men from Cincinnati, one from Cleveland, and 
one from Toledo. This would make a gain of 
Tour to the Democrats and a loss of four to the 
Republieans. With a gain of seven more else- 
where the Democrats would have 
A MAJORITY IN THE HOUSE 

on the present basis, and on the new basis as 
compared with the old one it is estimated that 
both parties gain equally. The hope of tne Re- 
publica party rests almost entirely on gains 
trom the South. In Virginia, where the Kead- 
juster element is identical with tbe Republican, 
the Republicans have a fair prospect of gaining 
one or two Cougressmen. The people in Vir- 
inis everywhere concede that the Readjusters 
have done a great deal for them. Mahone is 
more popular there now than be has ever been. 
The State ebt has been greatiy reduced under 
the new régime, and the people of the State 
bave otherwise been — ot onerous laws 
and taxation. They aré beginning to feel chat a 
new era of prosperity is dawning upon them. 
This independent movement is likely to extend 
to other portions of the South. The Chalmers 
outbreak and the independeot progressive ele- 
ment represented by such men aé apy gg ok H. 
Stephens, Emory Speer, and William H. Felton 
will play great bavoc in the Democratic ranks, 
and may result in a gain of several members of 
Congress to the Republicans. It is in the disin- 
tegration of the Democracy of the South to 
which the Republicans must look for succor..’ 

These views are borne out in numerous inter- 
views had by your correspondent with members 
from ali sections of the country. 


THE JEWS. 
PERSECUTIONS IN RUSSIA, 
Special to Cincinnati Commerctal. 

WaAshinctTon, D. C., May 21.—The correspond- 
ence respecting the Israelites in Russia. furuished 
Congress by Secretary Frelinghuysen, and just 
printed, shows conclusively that the position of 
the Nussian Government is that, whatever priv- 
jleges are accorded American Israelites who 
may visit Russia are granted as matter of grace 
as a courtesy to the American Goverument and 
not as of right. Orthodox Jews are treated 
alike, whether they be Russians, Americans, or 
Prussians, unless the Kepresentative of the 
American Government at 8t. Petersburg 
especially intercedes®in a particular case. 
They are all alike subject to the harsh 
and complex laws enacted in the spirit 
of the intense hatredto the race which has 
sometimes been represented among conspirators 
against the State and again in the ranks of ex- 
acting money-leuders and swindling merchants. 
The Russian law makes no distinction between 
the immocent and the guiity. It proscribes all 
orthodex Jews of whatever sex or condidon and 
rom whatever nation. Two interesting cases 
of persecuuon are found among those referred 
to in the correspondence. One was that of a

Minn., May 22.—Today is cold and 
gloomy. There was a flurry of snow in St. Paul 
this morning, and the thermometer was below 
the freezing point for some bours. wold 
weather of the last three days, with almost con- 
tinuous rain in the northern part of the State, 
has delayed seeding, which, with good weather, 
would have been entirely finished. Corn-plant- 
ing is probably eutirely suspended in most parts 
of the State. Dispatches received today are all 
from points in Northern Minnesota and Dakota. 
They report cold rain and snow at all points as 
far westward as the Missouri. Seeding has been 
stopped by the weather, but where grain was got 
in previously it is coming up and growing 
—— Dispatches from points between the 
Miss ssippl and Red Kivers say seeding is ail 
done. The increase of wheat acreage from last 
year is from 10 to 90 per cent, except at ofe 
point where the wheat acreage has fallen off, 
and that of other crops nearly doubied. Another 
group of dispatches is from points in the Red 
River Valley west of the river, in. Dakota. 
There seeding is not wholly done. The increase 
in acreage is reported from different places at 
30 to 100 per cent. Little except wheat is raised 
in this region. West of this point, from the 
James River to the Missouri, the dispatches re- 
port snow and bail instead of rain, and colder 
weather. Seeding is entirely stopped. The 
acreage sown to wheat is generally reported as 
double that of last year. 

Another group of crop dispatches was re- 
ceived tonight from the high land east of the 
Red River in North nnesota. Here seeding 
was compieted before the rains, and the crops 
are from two to four inches high and growing. 
The wheat acreage is larwely increased over last 
year—in some localities double.

Sr. Lous, Mo., May 22.—From over 200 reports 
received by one of the leading ana most reputa- 
bie grain commission houses of this city from ail 
sections of this State respecting the crops the 
following condensation is made: With three or 
four exceptons, the reports indicate that never 
before were wheat prospects so promising at 
this season of the year. The late cool weather 
checked the rank growth and at the same time 


put a stop to the progress of the chinch-bugs, of 
which there are quite a number, but they have 
thus far done no injury. Army-worms have ap- 
peared in the southeastern counties, but have 
done no damage yet. At one poiat Hessian 
flies have shown themselves, but in too small 
numbers to cause damage; nor has the rust 
done any jiajury. Wheat is now heading out, 
and the generally-expressed opinion is that the 
wheat is too far advanced to suffer by insects of 
any kind, even if young chinch- bugs should ap- 
pear, which seems very improbable after the re- 
cent cool, wet weather. The acreage of wheat 
sown is much larger than was harvested last 
season. Harvesting begins early in June, if the 
weather is favorable, 

Corn is about all planted, and the southern 
and central counties show very good standing 
for the time of the year. In some sections it 
has received two plowings. Cool weather has 
kept it backward somewhat; but, on the whole, 
it looks very well. The acreage is larger than 
1881. No fears of damage chinch-bugs are 

cipated, unless the * during June 
should be very hot and dry. 

The oats acreage is larger. The crop looks 
exceedingly weil. With good weather ‘harvest- 
ing will begin during the first days of June. 

Small fruit and apples promise very well.

Provisious 
were running dort and there was no hope of 
replenishing stores from the. lockers of vessels 
that were to be seen on all sides of them locked 
up in the ice pack. As the hard work increased 
short allowance was resorted to, but the 
passengers and crew toiled on. Mean- 
time similar operations were resorted to 
on the Peruvian, Lake Nepigon, and Valencia 
steamships, all of which were quite near the 
Scotland. Fortunately, the steamshbip's ma- 
chinery stood her in guod svead, and her pro- 
pe 2 withstood all the shocks. After 
having toiled for nine days and nights the Scot- 
— and crew had the satisfaction 
ef making open water. In some places the 
channel they nad cut was twenty feet high 
above the water line. When the ice was found 
sufficiently weak the steamer would back a 
little in the lane of water and then forge ahead 
soatter the soft ice and making way until 
stopped by the solid floe or berg, the latter 
sometimes with twenty or thirty feet nead above 
the surface.

The 
week opened with no ehange in the situation 
The three large firm are still taking care of the 
stock in the beam-houses as best they can, and 
all say that there will be no loss on the 
stock on hand. Walker, Oakley & 
Co. intended to have begun to work 
in bides in one of their houses yesterday morn- 
ing, but decided not to do so until they had ob- 
tained all the necessary machinery to start up 
in both factories. They have purchased two 
whitening and four fleshing machines, all of 
which will be in place within a week, and when 
this is done they will be enabled to run full time 
with a largely diminisned force. They bad 
about fifty men at work yesterday in the various 
departments, their feguiar force nambering 
about 300. 

Grey, Clark & Engle are stili idle, and have 
made no attempt to do anything more than to 
care for the stock in the beam-houses. They 
intend to put in*machinery to a large extent. 
Sharp. Clarke & Co. are personally attending to 
their beam-house stock, but their shop and yard 
bands are still working at the oid wages.

The strike among the brick-yard employés 
still continues, and there is no prospect as yet 
of acompromise. The only concession which 
has thus far been made by either side was a prop- 
osition from the union-men employed 
on the South and West Side yards to 
return to work at the wages demanded, they 
agreeing to work through the entire season at 
the same rates, To this the manutacturers were 
not prepared to agree. The latter have a meet- 
ing today, but itis not expected that anything 
definit will be arrived at. The report that D. V. 
Purington & Co. intended to start up yesterda 
with green bands proved to be unfuvunded. Mr. 
Purmgton says he would very much rather have 
bis old hands back at work, and that he is re- 
luctant to fill their places with green and inex- 
perienced men. But as the strikers seem no less 
tenacious than himself and other manufacturers 
he feurs that be will be compelled eventually to 
resort to a change of thiskind. Up to the pres- 
ent time the strikers have behav themselves 
extremely well. 

On the North Side everything remains quiet, 
but it is generally acknowledged that the truce 
cannot long endure. Brick is n®t only needed, 
but it must be had, and the freight- 
charges prohibit the importanon from 
points at any great distance. 
manufacturers are mostiy men of limited capi- 
tal, who neither can nor will remain idle. The 
fine Weather bas stirred them up, and they will 
not let another week pass without doi some- 
thing.

Further Accounts from Arkansas of An- 
jury Done by Last Week“ Tornado.

Hor Sprinos, Ark., May 22.—The reports oft 


destruction wrought by a terrific tornado last 
week in Polk County reached here ay, hav- 
ing been delayed by high water and ‘other im- 
pediments to travel. The residence of Mr. 
Turner, at Irons Fork. was totally demolished, 
and two of his children were ‘instantly killed, 
while Mr. Turner himself was badly injured and 
bis wife sustained fatal injuries. The tornado 
struck the house at llo’ciock at night, and in 
escaping some of thé inmates’ clothing 
was torn from their backs in shreds, 
and they were left to grope about in the durk- 
ness, shivering from cold and bleeding from 
wounds. Dr. McDaniel’s residence was torn to 
jeces, and his wife received serious if not fatal 
njuries. The entire family of Scott Lindsey 
were all badly burt, a visitor, Mrs. James Davis, 
being probably fatally injured. Mr. Barber lost 
every building on his extensive farm. and Mr. 
McKonight’s residence suffered total demolition, 
but the occupants fortunately escaped with 
only slight injuries. A little daughter of Josepn 
Pepper was kilied. The farms of K. G. 
Wear, Parson Moore, T. Conn, Thomas 
Harris, Mr. Tarrant, and C. A. Wilson incurred 
— and in a few cases total losses. The tor- 
o also marged destruction in leill County, 
near Walnut . Mr. Holmes and wife are 
thought to be fatally injured. The Baptist 
church at Gardoer’s was destroyed. It is esti- 
mated that over ifty farms were devastated and 
many hundred bead of stock killed. A score or 
more of persons received slight injuries. The 
entire counties preseat a scene of destitution, 
and was uoprecedeated in many years. The 
crop prospects are very poor, the peuple are 
destitute. The damage in the two counties men- 
tioned cannot fall short of $180,000. Over sev- 
enteen miles of track on the Texas & St. Louis 
Line washed away last week between the 
Ouchita and Ked Rivers. 


A Harricane Near Kinsley, Kas. 
Kinsey, Kas., May 22.—A hurricane, ac- 
companied by a large amount of hail, passed 
over the central part of this county last Friday. 
It destroyed three houses and four barns, but 
no lives were lost, owing to the fact that the 
houses were not occupied.

| ADMISSION OF DAKOTA AS A STATE.

— * r. Pettiarow, the Delegate from Dakota 
d today that on Mr. Saunders’ return the bill 
would be called up, and that there was little 
doubt of the passage of the bill by the Senate. 
All the Repubiicans were in favor of it except 
Mr. Hale. of Maine, but it is expected that his 
objections will be removed by the time a vote is 
taken upon it. 


Mr. Hale’s objections are based upon the 
repudiation of certain bonds which had been 
issued. by Yankton County, to which a 
number of Mr. Hale’s constituents had sub- 
scribed. It is claimed that the alleged repu- 
diation cau be fully justified by the circum- 
stances, and that Dakota’s reputation wil! be

ood emigated to the Territory within the 
past year. This population is farin excess of 
the requirement for a Representative in Con- 
gress, which has always been accepted as a 
fair claim for the admission of a new State 
when other conditions are favorable. It is 
clearly in the interest not only of Dakota, but 
of the whole country, that the rapid devel- 
opment of that section should be stimulated 
and encouraged by the creation of a new 
State. 
THE ANNUAL RIVER AND HARBOR 

STEAL. 
The River and Harbor Appropriation bill 


Commerce May 13 proposes to take $17,542,875 
out of the Treasury. This amount includes 
$925,000 for the Missouri Rives, $4,920,000 for 
improving the Mississippi River, and 8780, 000 
for miscellaneous work on these streams, such 
as the removal of snags and the construction 
of reservoirs at the head waters of the Missis- 
sippi River. Exclusive of these items, the 
amount appropriated by the bill is 810,714, 875. 
The appropriation for last year, including 
the Senate amendment, was $11,547,000. But 
this sum included approprigjions for the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers aggregating 
more than $2,500,000. if these amounts 
are exclgded, as they should be for the pur- 
poses of a fair comparison, the appropria- 
tion for last year would be reduced to 
$9,000,000, or $1,500,000 less than this bill just 
introduced. But there is no reason why the 
$6,600,000 appropriated for the Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers should be put on a dif- 
ferent footing from the rest of the bill. They 
are all parts of a log-rolling measure which 
is disgraceful alike to the committee that 
prepares it and the Congress that sanctions it. 
The present committee is so ashamed of 
its own work that it does not, as is usual in 
reporting such bills, compare the amount 
appropriated for thg new fiscal year with 
that allowed for the current year. It simply 
states the figures for 1883, and stops there. 
This deficiency may, however, be amply 
supplied. Since 1806 the following sums have 
been appropriated by the Rlver-and-Harbor 
bills for each fiscal year:

lump sum. The good effect of a veto mes- 
sage was shown in 1870, when the amount 
wag reduced to $2,000,000. No appropriation 
was made in 1877 tor the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1878, because the engineers had not 
expended the amount previously allowed. 
Thereupon Congress puts a provisionin the 
next bill making the expenditure of the 
amounts appropriated compulsory. 

The Commerce Committee beautifully say, 
in the report accompanying the present bill: 


The bill deals liberally with all such works as 
will largely and generally facilitate the com- 
merce of the Nation by opening up the great 
waterways of the country to free navigation. 
The committee believe at no time in the bistory 
of our Government have the people so ungut 
mously demanded of Congress liberal apprepria- 
tions for rivers and harbors, that at no time in 
its history has the Treasury been in such a con- 
dition as to warrant such expenditures in this 
direction, and that it is of infinit importance for 
the protection of the public from the undue ex- 
acuons of railroad companies that the great 
Nationa] highways of commerce, the rivers of 
the country, shail be placed in the best condi- 
tion to compete with them. While pursuing this 
general policy as to the larger waterways of the 
country, the committee have not placed in this 
bill appropriations for small streams of no im- 
portance to commerce. 


These virtuous declarations are unfortu- 
mately not borne out by examination of the 
bill. The appropriations for harbors are 
probably not very extravagant. Most of the 
money expended on these improvements is 
of actual service in a greater or less degree 
to commerce. But it is a little difficult to 
see how the sinking of $10,000 in Lamprey 
River, New Hampshire, arid $10,000 in Otter 
Creek, Vermont, and $5,000 in Ticonderoga 
River, New York, will greatly facilitate the 
commerce of the Nation. Nor is it easy to 
perceive how the expenditure of 82,000 in 
Duck Creek, Delaware, $5,000 in Mispuleon 
Creek, Delaware, $5,000 on Choptank River, 
Maryland, $5,000 on Archer’s Hope River, 
Virginia, $2,000 on Nomini Creek, , Vir- 
ginia, 85.000 on Totusky River, Virginia, 
$5,000 on Cententia Creek, North Carolina, 
$4,400 on Waccemarr River, in North and 
South Carolina, and $15,000 on Wateree River, 
South Carolina, will prove of infinit im- 
portance to the country in protecting the 
public from the undue exactions of rail- 
road companies. The other Southern States 
are not neglected in the partition of spoils. 
Georgia gets $5,000 for Oconee River and 
$1,000 for Oostenaula and Coosawattee 
Rivers; Florida gets $4,000 for Peas Creek, 
$5,000 for Volusia Bar, and Florida and Ala- 
bama jointly $12,000 for the Chotawahatchee 
River and $12,000 for the Escambia and Con- 
ecuh Rivers. Mississippi gets $10,000 for the 
Noxubee River, $2,500 for Tchula Lake, 
$3,500 for the Yallabusha River; Lou- 
isiana gets $1,500 for the Tchefunctee 
River, and $2,000 for Tickfaw River; Texas 
gets $5,000 for the Neches River; Tennessee 
gets $4,000 for Coney Fork River, $3,000 for 
Clineh River, $3,000 for Duck River, $5,000 
for French Broad River, and $1,500 for Uia- 
wassee River; Kentucky gets $3,500 for 
Treadwater River. But New Jersey, owing 
possibly to the influence of the rotund and 
redolent Robeson, makes a bigger grab in 
proportion to population than any other State. 
The following well-known waterways in 
New Jersey are to be improved: Chees- 
quake’s Creek, $15,000; Mattawan Creek, 
$6,000; Manasquan River, $7,000; Rahway 
River, $7,000; Rancocas River, $10,000; Co- 
hansey Creek, $5,000; Maurice River, $3,000; 
Montua Creek, 23,000; Woodbury Creek, 
$5,000; Kracoon River, $3,000. 

There is no room for claiming a partisan 
advantage on account of the river-and-har- 
bor appropriations. The increase from year 
to year has been large and constant, as well 
under Democtatic as under Republican ad- 
ministration. The Democratic House, in its 
first year, appropriated $6,600,000 and in its 
last $11,500,000, The bills are prepared and 
carried by the votes of both parties, and both 
are equally responsible for the wasteful and 
criminal policy which has been adopted. The 
only difference between a Republican and 
Democratic House in this respect appears to 
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of $200,000 for the Great Kanawha, and Ken- 
tucky is manifestly neglected, though Ken- 
tucky River gets $275,000, Kentucky and 
West Virginia used to be the favorit States, 
but either the streams have all been macad- 
amized, or their statesmen have lost their 
grip in the Republican House. 

The specimen Items given above do not in- 
clude the larger expenditures in each State. 
These are usually made on streams that can 
at least be found in the geographies. The 
smaller appropriations are so many bribes 
held out to Representatives and Senators to 
induce them to vote for the bill. The only 
river appropriations which have much justi- 
fication in the actual needs of commerce are 
those for the Mississippi and Missouri, 8330, 
000 for the Ohio, and $175,000 for the Lilinois. 
The Saginaw River gets $125,000 and the Fox 
and Wisconsin $200,000. Three hundred 
thousand dollars are appropriated for contin- 
uing the construction of reservoirs at the 
headwaters of the Mississippi. and this is 
one of the praiseworthy items in the bill. 

If Gen. Garfield had lived it might be rea- 
sonable to look fora veto of this abomina- 
tion from him, but his successor has not the 
courage to attempt it. The bill will pass, 
with the addition of further grabs by the 
Senate. A better argument for reducing the 
surplus and putting temptation to plunder 
the Treasury out of the reach of Congress 
could not be devised. 


REDUCTION OF TAXES. 

THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE says that if this paper 
[the News] “would consider that the Nationa! 
revenue is at least $100,000,000 more than is need- 
ed for the support of the Government, and this 
enormous and useleas surpius is tempting Con- 
gress into all kinds of prouigate appropriations, 
it might be led to ses the propriety and wis- 
dom of a large reduction of tariff taxes, even if 
it enabled luxurious non-producing women to 
buy their silks, sating, feathers, and gloves 
cheaper than their maie supporters have now to 

ay therefor.” As that is not the question be- 

ore the meeting we decline to consider this an 

answer to the criticiem made against THe Trin- 
Uxk. That paper has insisted the agricult- 
urist chiefly bas been pay! the millions col- 
lected for duty, asa tax on the articies he uses 
most. Later it has presented figures to show 
that the increase in th® value of imports is 
mainly due to the importation of high-priced 
luxuries, on which the guties are high. The 
highest duties are placed on luxuries, and these 
luxuries constitute a large proportion of im- 
ports, and the duties on them chief source of 
customs duties. We merely suggest to Tuk Tris- 
UNE, then, thata large part of the taxon im- 
ports is paid by “luxurious non-producing 
women, and that if they did not pay this 
amount as duties they would enlarge their for- 
eigu purchases * exactiy this amount. — Mu- 
waukee News. 

‘Lhe mistakes of this criticism are palpa- 
ble. Tue Tripune does not propose the 
abolition of all duties on imports; it 
merely asks that the duties on the 
great majority of them be reduced to 
some reasonable figure. The high duties 
which Tue Tripung asks to have lowered 
are not especially the things on which luxu 
rious and non-producing women waste their 
husbands’ money. The articles whigh the 
producers of thé country—the industrious 
men and women who live by their own labor 
and toil—nee@ for their comfort and necessi- 
ties are those which are taxed the highest; 
d it is those high and excessive taxes which 
Tue Tripvune thinks Congress should now 
reduce, particularly when there is an annual 
surplus of $100,000,000 of revenue which is 
tempting Congress into profligate expendi- 
tures.

These rates of taxes do not include the cost 
of transportation, importers’ profits, and va- 
rious other charges incidental to that form 
of taxation. 

These are a few of the taxes which Tue 
TRIBUNE thinks ought to be reduced, and 
they are taxes on commodities entering into 
the daily use of every family in the United 
States, and in the aggregate cost the con- 
sumers hundreds of millions too much, for 
the home manufacturer collects from the 
consumers the same amount of duty that the 
Government collects from the importers. 
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CONKLING’S EXPLANATIONS. 

A few days agothe Kingston (N. Y.) Free- 
man (Stalwart) published the statement 
that Speaker Sharpe’s defection from Conk- 
ling’s supporters during the Senatorial con- 
test was due to his ascertainment of the fact 
that a combination had been formed to elect 
Conkling along with an alleged represehta- 
tive of the monopoly interests to the vacan- 
cies created by the resignation of Conkling 
and Platt. The exact language used by the 
Freeman was: 

it will suffice for the present pu se to say 
that when bis incilnation to brea from Conk- 
ling became known Gen. Sharpe was made ac- 
quainted with a bargain which was about to be 
consummated in New York for the election of 
Mr. Conkling and the candidate of Gouid and 
Vanderbilt, and that at least one of these mag- 
nates bad interested himself in the adjustment, 
and would use bis influence for its consumma- 
tuon. The documents in proof of this statement 
are in existence.. They piace in a singular light 
Mr. Conkling’s assumed disinteresteduess. They 
show that he was resolved to a Sevator on 
auy terms and by whatever means. Gen. Sharpe 
was astonished and shocked at the disclosure. 
He had already sutfered in dis feelings beyond 
expression, for he felt that to continue a con- 
troversy originating over one of the President's 
appointments while that President lay upon his 
death-bed was not merely in bad taste, but 
brutal. Nevertheless he was faithful in his 
friendghip until the fact was reyeuied to him by 
documents the truth of which he could not dis- 
pute that the ex-Senator wag willing to go be- 
yond the limits of bis vaunted integrity aad re- 
sort to questionable means to regain his old 
piace. 

The newspaper in which this statement 
first appeared is regarded as Speaker 
Sharpe’s home organ, and Mr. Sharpe has 
made no denial of the story. Mr. Conkling, 
after the usual preliminary announcement 
that he is not accustomed to take any notice 
of newspaper sianders, has denied that there 
was any bargain ofany kind looking to his 
reélection. Ille seems, however, to have 
fallen into the common error of protesting 
too much. He volunteers three specitic de- 
nials—viz.: (1) He was not a candidate 
fora reslection of his own motion, and did 
not go to Albany to solicit votes; (2) 
none of his former associates ever urged 
him to withdraw from the contest; and (3) 
no bargain, corrupt or otherwise, was ever 
proposed in the whole course of the Sena- 
torial controversy. 

The well-known circumstances of Conk- 
ling’s desperate struggle for reélection ren- 
der his first statement extremely improbable. 
He resigned his place in the Senate in a fit of 
anger, and almost immediately claimed vin- 
dication of his course at the hands of the 
Legislature, which was then in session at 
Albany. Hesoon put in a personal appear- 
ance at the State Capital, and from that mo- 
ment took direction of the campaign, called 
about hin his adjutants (including the gen- 
tleman who now occupies the President’s 
chair in Washington), and sought by every 
means at his command to be returned to the 
Senate. If Mr. Conkling did not want to go 


back to the Senate, why did he place himself 
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him of sacrifieing his own preferences to ac- 
commodate others. He went to Albany in 
order to settie any dispute there might be in 
regard to bis candidacy, in order to intim 
date those among his former supporters who 
were inclined to desert him, and in order 
make his election sure, as he supposed. Dur- 
ing the onged contest there were abun- 
dant evidences that Conkling was begging 
ayd threatening by turns, and his final defeat 
was the most humiliating experience of. his 
whole life. His second statement has little 
more verisimilitude than the first. It can 
searcely be credited that the men who finally 
broke the deadlock by abandoning Conkling 
did so without making some effort to induce 
him to withdraw of his own motion. His 
withdrawal was the only thing which could 
have relieved them from a most embarrass- 
ing position, hurtful to themselves and their 
party, and cvuld have enabled the election of 
some one else without their openly deserting 
their former chief. These men must cer- 
tainly have suggested his voluntary retire- 
ment from the contest before they concluded 
to transfer their votes to some one else. 

Mr. Conkling’s third statement is simply a 
denial of a broad and serious charge that 
there was a corrupt bargain whereby Platt 
was dropped and a certain gentleman sub 
stituted with the design of uniting enough 
votes to elect Conkling and this third person, 
who was backed by Guuld, Vanderbilt, and 
the monopoly interests, If the firsttwo state- 
ments made by Mr. Conkling areimprobable, 
which must be admitted, then they cast con- 
siderable doubt upon his third stacement. Lf 

“his denial of the bargain is to be judged by 
the conditions which refute his denial of hav- 
ing become a candidate of his own free will, 
then the Kingston story is much more plau- 
sible than his answer. Mr. Conkling will not 
be the gainer by breaking in upon his cus- 
tomary policy of silence. He cannot reopen 
the old Senatorial controversy without re- 
viving the weakness he exhibited in resign- 
ing his seat in spite only to seek it agaug@jn 
vain.

Some of the Southern Democratic papers 
take a sound and conservative view of the Na- 
tional-banking system, which stands in marked 
contrast with the reckless vagaries of many of 
the Democratic papers and politicians of the 
West.

Death of a Prominent Physician of 
Detroit, Mich,

Derrorrt, Mich., May 22.—Dr. James A. Brown, 
a well-known physician of this city, who died 
Sunday morning of spinal disease, was born Oct. 
18, 1817, at at Charleton, Saratoga County, N. 
Y. After graduating at Fairfield Academy, New 
York, he studied medicine at the Albany Med- 
ical College, also at the Geneva Medical College, 
ana finally graduated at the Willoughby Medical 
College, Ohio, in 1840. He began his practice at 
Chagrin Falls, O., with the late Dr. E. N. Clarke. 
In 181 they removed their practice to 
Detroit. At the time of bis death Dr. 
Brown was a member of the Ameri- 
can Medicai Association, a member 
of the Michigan State Medical Society. of which 
he was. Vice-President in 1865 and 1875, and a 
member of the Detroit Medicai Library Associa- 
tion, of which he was the first President. He 
also held other positions of trust, suck as Sur- 
geon of the Marine Hospital at Detroit, 
Physician at the House of Correction, Trustee 
of the Kalamazoo and Pontiac lusape Asyluma, 
and from 1462 until recently be was President of 
the Board of Pension Examiners at Detroit. 
He was also for some years a member of the 
Detroit Board of Edueauon.

A New Drama at McVicker’s Which 
Seems to Please the Public, 
„Hauch 10, or Anne from Massachusetts.“ 
which was produced at McVicker’s last evening 
for the first time in this city, will, unless all 
signs fail, prove a popular success, and this re- 
sult will be achleved in spite of the fact that in 
mauy respects the plot is a weak one and the 
action of the play not at all what it spould be. 
The audience last night, bowever, kindly over- 
looked these minor difficulties in view of the 
fact that asa whole the drama was an exceed- 
ingly interesting one, and the anplause which 
several of the tableaux called fo@h was evi- 
dently of the genuiae kind. 0 
“ Ranch 10 deals wholly with life in the Far 
West, and the story on which it is founded, wulle 
palpably unreal, is not without elements of in- 
terest. Mise Lucretia Smalley, a down-east old 
maid, is the proprietor of the ranch from which 
the piece takes its name, and bas had contided 
do ber care Annie Smalley, her mece,who is pict- 
uresquely described ag the Massachusetts 1 08e 
tree,“ although why a young lady should be 
endowed with such a higbly floricuitura! title is 
not exactly clear. It seems that Aunte, who, 
like all young ladies from the vicinity of Bos- 
ton, is ravishingly beautiful, is troubled with 
‘bronchitis, and in the first scene of the play Miss 
Lucretia Smalicifanoounces that Annie has been 
sent to her with the avowed object of securing 
a new pair of lungs, which seemingly impossible 
Sanitary feat Miss Lucretia avows her entire 
willingness and ability to perform. Immediate? 
ly upon reaching the ranch the interesting in- 
valid with the floral name falls violently in love 
with Al MeCleland, a good-looking young man 
whose personal attractions are not at all dimiu- 
ished by the fact that he owns 5,000 head of 
Texas steers, The pulmonic beauty df Annie 
promptly ensnares the begrt of Al, and they are 
on the verge of betng married when first intro- 
duced to the audience. They indulge in a lot of 
sloppy talk concerning the measureless affec- 
tion they bear each other, and after this ia @ er 
and the expectant bridegroom bas gone in the 
house to supper Annie remains in the front- 
yard for the purpose of teiling the audience that 
she will make 4% home a bower of loveliness, 
thereby exciting a painful suspicion, by reason 
of her being a Boston girl, that she is going to 
write home for an assorted lot of dados, lambre- 
guins, blue flower-pots with yellow cows on 
them, and other Massachusetts contrivances for 
making bome resembie a second-hand store. 
After Annie has entered the bouse Silver Bud, 
a young and artiess Indian maiden, comes out 
and meets Joseph Kebouk, a bloodthirsty Greaser 
who has ame for every day in the weck, bis 
favorit es being “ Portugee Joe and Red 
Bullet.“ He woos the daughter of the 
forest in his impulsive Mexican fasbion. 
but she scornfully declines to be 
come his bonny bride, stating that she is 
attached by ties of a tender and sentimental 
nature to Al McClella@, that young man seem- 
ing to be a sort of Arizona Cupid. Mr. Red Bul- 
let Kebook gets very angry when the fact that 
Miss Sitting Bull can never be induced to build 
tires for bim becomes evident, and retreats with 
stealthy step into the underbrush. Just then 
McClelland finishes supper and comes out iu the 
front yard to pick bis teeth. The Indian girl re- 
veals the fact of ber affection for him, and 
slings herself madly against bis shirt-front, Al 
feels bad about it, but tells Minnehaha that she 
will dave to transfer the priceless treasures ot 
her loved some young man whose future ca- 
pacity for getting a living is not murtgaged to a 
pale-fuced bustle-wearer from Massachusetts. 
He agrees to give ber a situation as 
deck-hand in bis establishment, however, 
and this she accepts, appareatiy preferring 
to grieve away ber young soul in washing dishes 
for the man sbe loves to some otber less heart- 
rending and more lucrative occupation. Seeing 
a bird flying overbead , McClelland steps forward 
a few paces to kill it with bis shotgun, and, just 
as he fires, Joe Kebook shoots Silver Bud from 
behind, the girl falling dead as McUCleliand 
reaches her. 


Here is where the excitement begins. In his 
ante-supper statement to Annie the fact of his 
baving a twin- brother is disclosed by McClelland. 
That party is a Colorado miner, and be has been 
invited to the wedding. There is also another 
brother, who is referred to several dozen times 
in the course of the play as “Little Phil, from 
Omaha,” although why it was necessary to 
designate him by attacbing a port of hail to his 
uame is never explained. The twin brother ar- 
rives a few minutes previous to the kill- 
ing of the Indian girl, and, with 
true Colorado freedom ot manner, walks into 
the house and goes to bed without apprising 
anybody of his being on tne premises. It is in 
important incidents like this that the play is 
weak. Wheu Kebook denounces Al MeClelend 
as the murderer of Silver- Bud, the accused tears 
around some. and then goes into the house, and, 
presumably, out of the back door and over the 
rear tence. The crowd rueb after bim, and of 
course discover the twin brother. Ge is na tur- 
ally somewhat astonished at the warmth of bis 
reception, and his autonishment is not at all 
diminished by being confronted wi a corpse 
and charged with producing it.

MusKBEGON, Mich., May 22.—All day yesterday 
there was great excitement throughout the city 
over an anticipated conflict between the Pinker- 
ton men and the old boom bands. The Booming 
Company succeeded in smuggling in about one 
hundred and twenty-five men from Canada, and 
it was announced that an attempt would be 
made to start up work on the booms this morn- 
ing. At 6 o'clock operations commenced, and 
large crow4s of men gathered at the grounds to 
witness the start, but no attempt was made to 
interfere. Pinkérton’s men guarded the whole 
line ot operauons, assisted by the city police, but 
when the strikers saw that new men could not 
do the work required of them they left more 
pleased than angry. The new men are from 
Canada and know nothing of log rafting, and in 
consequence but little work was done. The 
strikers held a meeting and conciuded to let 
them aione and wait further developments. The 
stockbolders of the Booming Company had a 
meeting today, but only general business was 
transacted. It is believed an effort will be made 
to settle the strike at once. It is understood. 
that the milis will commence operations on the 
ten-and-a-half-hour system as soon as the boom 
strike is settied.

Derrorr, Mich., May 22.—The booms on the 
Muskegon River, which have been closed for 
nearly two months by reason of the strike, thus 
keeping the many mills at Muskegon idle aiso, 
were reopened this morning by crews under 
protection of Pinkerton’s men. Some of the 
strikers have joined the new arrivais and are at 
work. Others of the strikers are congregated 
around the grounds in large numbers, but no 
disturbance bas yet occurred. The city police 
cleared the bridge of acrowd assembled there- 
on. Threats have been made by armed strikers 
to attack the men who have ‘gone to 
work. Large numbers of other men 
want to o to work, but are de- 
terred by fear of violence. This fear is 
wearing away, however, since the prompt, stern 
action of the Pinkerton men on Friday. Little 
sympathy is felt tor the strikers who were 
routed on that ocvasion, as they went there to 
stop the men wbo were works. after baving 
gone to their bomes and made threats which 
alarmed their wives and families. The first 
blow in the engagement Friday was struck by 
au engineer whom the strikers were endeavor- 
ing to detain. Their attempts to interfere with 
men wanting to work have greatiy injured the 
strikers’ cause, and bave turned many working- 
men against them. Where is considerable loud 
talking on the streets by bad characters who 
have been living on the union and don’t want 
work on any terms, but the workmgmen them- 
selves are quiet and well-behaved.

Thirteen New Cases in Chicago.

FROM POKER TO PISTOLS. 
THE FINALE OF THE AMERICAN GAME. 

A disputed pointina game of poker that was 
being played by a coterie of Fourth avenue col- 
ored men early yesterday morning resulted in a 
very desperate exhibition of pistol practice and 
the possibly fatal wounding of the disputant 
who played the part of an animated target. It 
appears that the great American game had been 
runoing all night at No. 119 Fourth avenue. a 
saloon kept by Clayton & Groves, and that the 
row started about 7 a, m., when probably all of 
the players were well up in their cups. The 
particular players who were anxious to 
settle the dispute in a manner other 
than by arbitration or discussion were Sim 
Johnson and David McGowan. These two ad- 
journed to the sidewalk in front of the saloon, 
and as both were known as pretty tough men 
the crowd anticipated some excitement, and 
they had it. Johnson, after getting his antago- 
nist outside, drew his revolver and with very 
little parley fred three shots at him. The last 
one took effect in McGowan’s right side, be- 
tween the sixth and seventh ribs, and then the 
fight ended. 

Without waiting to ascertain the extent of the 
damuge he had done, Johnson hastily went to 
his own saloon, a place of unsavory reputation, 
at No. 1% Fourth avenue. Here he was ar- 
rested not lone after the shootim by 
Lieut. Martin Hayes. McGowan was removed 
to his room at No. ; Third avenue, 
being assisted by Mr. Clingen, the clerk of the 
Armorv Police Court, who chanced to be near 
the scene of the affray at the time. Dr.oHarri- 
son, who was at once called to the bedside of the 
wounded man, probed for the bali but was un- 
able to find it. e at first gave it as bis opinion 

t the wound was nota very dangerous one; 
later in the day, however, McGowan's condition 
was said to be very low, and when Johnson was 
arraigned before Justice Wallace in the after- 
noon he was held until today at 2 o'clock without 
bail. The prisoner bas the reputation of being 
exceedingly reckiess witb his gun which he drew 
on two policemen not long ago when they at- 
tempted to relieve him of the care of a stolen 
horse.

Hamlin’s bill was to compel Davis to surrender 
his lease Opera- House, and Davis filed a 
cross- bill, setting up that his lease did not com- 
mence to run until May, 1883, and that Haumlin.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks open ed dull and strong, and remained 
so to the end with few exceptions. St. Paul, 
Minueapoiis & Manitoba was one of the excep- 
tions. It opened at 128, soid up to 191, and 
closed at 190. It was pointed in New York to go 
to 150. The Manitoba Road has suffered severely 
from floods this spring, but it has had a coun- 
tervailing inundation of immigrants. There 
were reports during the day of spow-storms in 
the Northwest, and of sorious damage to the 
crops, but thé stock market showed little of the 
effect that might have been expected if the 
news of damage had been true. Jersey Central 
made a siicht gain on the aunouncement that 
the Chanceilor of New Jersey had ordered an 
election to be beld. At the close the market 
was dull and tirm, with bigher prices predicted, 
especially if there are no gold shipments. 

The attitude of the leading bears is one of in- 
activity and cose watchfulness. Pending the 
growth of the crops they do not look for any 
available fluotuations in prices unless some dis- 
aster comes. If the crops are good the great 
American publilic’’ is almost certain to bull 
stocks. This rise the bears think will be their 
opportunity. They regard prices as high enough 
already, even if the country has a good harvest, 
and if ruling figures are advanced under 6pecu- 
lative excitement they believe a downward ro- 
action will be the inevitabie result. 

A New York dispatch says there is some foun- 
dation for the rumor of a syndivate ready te take 
the capital stock of Louisville & Nashville at 
a price. This party has lately bought cousider- 
able stock. There’ was large buying to cover 
Saturday. A Wall street house which traded 
heavily in stock is believed to have been selling 
rather than buying. 

The failure of Tennessee bonds to aavance is 
alleged to have been due to fears of an injunc- 
tion preventing the carrying out of the scheme. 
German houses are alleged to bave been sellers. 
New bonds will be dated Jan. 1, 1882, and! ls per 
cent will be paid July 1. 

Boston advices said the vollapse of the Pacific 
Bank bad had uo depressing effect, and no other 
banks were involved. It was thought to be a 
good thing except for the unfortunate stock- 
holders to wind up the concern. The failure 
created no surprise here, and did not affect the 
Boston market, Since the late resumption by 
the Pacitic it endeavored to make settiements, 
in some of which it succeeded, and to get new 
business, in which it failed, as peopie had no 
confidence in the concern. Boston, Hartford & 
Erie was the rock upon which it split. 

In the morning Caicago weather reports were 
favorable, and the scaipers were on the bear 
side. 

Northern Pacific advanced on the announce- 
ment that the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee by a majority vote bad adopted the re- 
port of the sub-committee to the effect that the 
land-grant of the Northern Pacific was non- 
forfeitabie. 

A Trenton dispatch stated that the Chancellor 
had ordered the Jersey Central books closed 
and an advertisement of twenty-one days, ac- 
cording to by-laws, to be given, and had ordered 
the board to appoint three Inspectors and to 
submit the names to him ten days before the 
election. He directs the Receiver to mako out 
the necessary list of stockhoiders, after the close 
of the books, and to produée with it the stock 
and transfer books on the day of election.

GOV. CULLOM. 


At this point the Moderator announced that 
Gov. Cullom was present, and asked the Com- 
missioners if they would depart from the usual 
custom and invite him to address them on this 
subject. A bearty “aye” and general applause 
answered this question, and the Governor was 
introduced by the Moderator, who assured him 
that he need not take this as an indication that 
the Assembly would inflict a speech on bim 
every time be attended its sessions. [Applause.] 

The Governor said that he had been invited a 
few moments before to attend the assembly 
and listen to an interesting speech. At the door 
another friend insisted that be should take a 
seat on the platform. Soon after Dr. Prime 
asked hime to speak, and he finally consented. 
The Governor then forcibly and earnestly ex- 
pressed his opinion of the importance of edu- 
cating the freedmen, and his gratification that 
the great Presbyterian Church had dove so much 
in this great work. This cause he believed to be 
of the most vital importance to the welfare of 
the State, and he hoped that the Church would 
keep up this great work. The Governor's re- 
marks were heartily applauded. 


DR. WRIGHT, OF TEXAS, 


said that he did not desire to be misunderstocd, 
but he believed that some of those preseut, bad 
they lived in the South, would have been glad 
that there were tissue baliots and some stuffing 
of baliot-boxes rather than to have been left to 
the government of uneducated colored people 
who were used as tools by others. White he 
agreed with what bad been said about the col- 
ored people who had been released from slavery, 
he regretted to say that there was a class of 
young people growing up tat were not doing 
their race any credit. What these people 
needed was education. 

The report of the committee was then for- 
mally adopted without furtner debate. 

HOME MISSIONS. 

Judge William Strong then read the report of 
— Special Committee on Home Missions, as fol- 
ows: 

“Tne Generali Assembly of 1880, having re- 
ceived and considered overtures from one synod 
and seventeen presbyteries, asking for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to consider 
the modes of operation of the Board of Home 
Missions in its relation to the Presbyteries, 
granted the request of these infefior courts, 
and appointed a committee of five ministers 
und five Elders, with iustructions to meet in 
conference wits the Board of Home Missions, to 
consider the overtures that bad been sent to the 
assembly, and also to afford an opportunity to 
the memorialists, to any of the lower courts of 
the Church, to any minister or Eider, to present 
their views, and still further to confer with the 
board concerning any measures which in the 
judgment of either may tend to increase the 
efficiency of the board in the great work com- 
mitted to its care,“ and the committee 8 
Anally instructed to report to the General As- 
sembiy of 1881. , 

In October, 1880, the committee convened in 
the City of Philadelphia, and, obeying the in- 
structions of the assembiy, published 
A REQUEST TO LOWER COURTS, AND MINIS- 

TERS, AND ELDERS 
to forward as soon as sible their views upon 
the subject submitted to us for examination 
and report. 

“ Believing that a reasonable time had been 
allowed fur the accomplishment of this will of 
the assembly, the committer, in January, 1881, 
convened in the City of New York, and pro- 
ceeded to the examination of the overtures com- 
mitted by the assewbly, aud aiso uf additional 
views, submitted by ‘lower courts, ministers, 
and Elders.’ 

It was our mis tune and regret to be in- 
formed at our first meeting that a severe acci- 
dent compelled our Chairman, Dr. John C. Back- 
us, to retire from the comwmittee. Urged by a 
unanimous desire, Judge William Strong ac- 
cepted the Chairmanship, and, though he bas 
frequently expressed a wish to resign the place, 
he bas yielded tothe wishes of the committee 
and retained it to tle close of our labors. 

“The request published by the committee in 
October, in accordance with the instructions of 
the assembly, was answered by a large number 
of communications from individuais and from 
Presbyterial Committees. 


THESE RESPONSES 


represented widely separated sections of the 
Church, and revealed the existence of serious 
dissatisfaction with —— acts and modes of 
the Board of Home Missions. These communi- 
cations convinced the committee that a degree 
of fricvon was being produced by causes chat. 
if possible, should be discovered and removed. 
All complaints, however, bore testimony to the 
zeal and faithfulness of the board and its offi- 


cers. 
“Having formulated the complaints and sug- 
gesuons submitted to us, we notified the Board 
of Home Missions of our desire to confer with 
them, in obedience to the instructions of the 
assembly. At this conference ali complaints 
were candidly considered. All explanations 
were patientiy heard. The suggestions of lower 
courts and of individuals were freely discussed. 
The difficuities and necessities of the board 
were carefully weigbed. In our conference 
much time was allowed for the discussion of 
principles involved; for the consideration of

and for a close examination of the relations of 

the board to the individual presbyteries, and to 

the whole Church. 

“ Another meeting of the committee was held 
in the City of Pittsburg, in March, 1881. and the 
board, having been notitied, sent a committee to 
confer with us upon the whole matter submitted 
for inquiry and report. After a free interchange 
of views, it was concluded that it would be un- 
wise, and unlikely to accomplish the purpose of 
our appointment, to attempt to make a finai re- 
port to the assembly soon to couvene. It was 
therefore resolved to report progress, and ask 
for the continuance and eniargement of the 
committee. The assembly of 1881 accepted our 
partial report, and added four ministers and two 
Elders to the committee. 

“Io November, 1881, the committee, as en- 
larged, convened in the City of Philadelphia. 
The Moderator of the assembly. the Rev. Dr. 
Darling, was not able to meet wich us, bemg pre- 
vented by his new engagements. Having recon- 
sidered the documents and views submitted to 
us, and baving again conferred with a commit- 
tee sent by the board., after careful and pro- 
longed discussion, it Was resolved to make the 
principles hereafter enugciated 
THE BASIS OF OUR REPORT TO THE GEN- 

ERAL ASSEMBLY, 
subject to the further consideration of the com- 
mittee, after the board should ha opportunity 
to express their views. Anda cotmmittee was 
appointed to adjust the rules of the bward to the 
principles upon which we had resolvea td-frame 
our report. 

“Having submitted our action to the Board of 
Home Missions, and having received their oN 
Jections and suggestions, the committee, in 
Marcb, 1882, convened in the City of New York. 
A paper containing the views and suggestions of 
the board was considered, und after a careful 
review of tne whole subject, making concessions 
for harmony and weighing every suggested 
difficulty, your committee resolved to publish, 
for the consideration of the Church, certain 
fundamental principles, the adoption of which, 
they believed, wouid greatly tend to make the 
modes of operation of the Board of Mome Mis- 
sions, in its relation to the presbyteries, satis- 
factory to the presbyteries and a promise of 
success to the board. 

“The committee heid its final meeting at St. 
Louis on May 15, when the paper was again re- 
vised and modified to obviate the 

DIFFICULTIES AND MISUNDERSTANDINGS 
which appeared in some parts ot the Church. 

“These principles are now submitted to the 
assembly for its action. 

“I. To the presbytery belongs the constitu- 
tdonal power to direct the work of home mis- 
sions within its bounds. 

II. The trustees of missionary funds which 
are intended for the use of the whole Church 
are responsible for the euuitable distribution of 
the same. 

III. The Board ot Home Missions should not 
be independent, but in the bounds of every par- 
ticular presbytery its work should ‘be carried on 
in barmony with the judgment ot the presby- 
tery. with a discretion, however, allowed to the 
board in outlying distriets! where direct presby- 
terial control is difficult or impracticabie. 

IV. The formal issuing of commissions to 
pastors and stated supplies of mission churches 
should be discontinued, and in lieu thereof the 

presbytery an agree-

“VL Synodical missionaries should be ap- 
pointed only by the synods within whose bounds 
they are to labor, and they should bold to the 
board the same relation as other missionaries 
whose support is provided in whole or in part 
trom the board. 

“VII. No church shall be organized by a mis- 
sionary within the limits of any presbytery 
without autbority having previously been ob- 
tained from the presbytery for such action. 

L Our form of government (Chap. 10, Sec. 8 
plainly defines 

THE POWER OF PRESBYTERY 

to be ‘ to install, remove, and judge ministers j 
‘to form or receive pew congregations’; an 
in general to order whatever pertains to the 
spiritual weltare of the churches under their 
care.’ An examination of the constitutional 
powers of the assembly will not discover, we 
think, any declaration intimates a transfer 
of these powers of the presbytery to the assem- 
bly. We donot overlook the power of the as- 
sembiy as a court of appeal, and as a 
court of review and control. any 
church or minister should feel aggrieved 
by the exercise of these powers, 
vested in the presbytery, or if the Board of Mis- 
sions should regard itself wronged or bindered 
by the exercise of the powers of the presbytery, 
a way for appeul is always open, and the assem- 
biy may reverse the decisions of any presbytery 
under its higher jurisdiction. Wedonot assert 
a power in presbytery to control or determine 
anything without its bounds. Presbytery has 
no power to compel the board to give it the aid 
it asks if, as it is expressed in another priucipie 
submitted, the reason of refusal is ‘a want of 
funds in view of the wide field to be supplied.“ 
The principle is submitted as a constitutional 


PROTEST AGAINST ALL INTERFERENCE WITH 
PRESBYTERLES 
in the exercise of inherent constitutional 
powers. We also feel assured thata fair inter- 
pretation of Principle V. will be a sufficient an- 
swer to the objection that the adoption of this 
principle would leave no opportunity for an ex- 
pression of the judgment of the board regard- 
ing the promise of particular fields, or the Ot- 
ness of ministers. We are carefulto provide 
for a patient hearing of the board's ovjections 
or opinions. We only say that when the pointof 
finai decision is reached the power of decision 
shall be where the constitution puts it, in the 
presbytery. This power of decision only deter- 
mines the work that is to be performed and the 
workmen who sball perform it. The power to 
determine the equitable distribution of the 
funds of the chusch is still vested in the board. 
In calling the attention of the assembly to this 
vital priociple we ure not simply influenced dy 
our regard for constitutional rights. The facts 
that have been brought to our notice convince 
us that departure from this principle is almost 
the sule cause of complaint and occasion of fric- 
mon, and that a careful regurd for it would give 
us the peace and larger efficiency that are 80 
greatly desired. 
A REVIEW OF PREVIOUS ACTS 

and instructions of the assembly, especially 
those adopted by the assembly of 1575, shows 
plainly that the — Er of this principle is 
the pluinly ex — will and law of the church. 
We quote: ‘insofaras tne board bas disre- 
garded the judgment of the presbyteries in any 
case, and modiued its application solely or chief- 
ly on the ground of private information at vari- 
ance with the judgment of the presbytery, your 
committee must insist on the principle already 
announced—viz.: that the judgment of the 
presbytery is final as to the merits of any par- 
ticular ease within its jurisdiction. The board 
is competent to determine only two things con- 
cerning it—viz.: (1) whether or not it is able 
tinpancially to grant the request; (2) whether, 
bemg able, the claims of the case in point are 
equal, or inferior, or superior to other claims 
that may be before them from other presbyte- 
ries, and from points outside of all presbyte- 
ries.” (Min. 1878.] 

“In this and otger principles that refer to the 
relations of the board to the presbyteries we 
bave especially considered the rights of pres- 
byteries in the settled parts of the Church, of 
presbyteries whose bounds are well enough de- 
termined to enable them to 
WISELY AND SUCCESSFULLY EXERCISE 

THEIR CONSTITUTIONAL POWERS. 
We recognize the peculiar conditions of the 
large outlaytug missionary field. in which the 
board must be allowed a large discrenoa, and a 
free exercise of its judgment. But when pres- 
vyteriat control is possible, presbyterial power 
should be recognized and regarded. 

“Il. The second principle is not likely to be 
disputed. But it may be well to explain our 
terms. By an equitable distribution we do not 
mean an equi distribution. We do not wish to 
resolve the board into a financial agent, only 
responsible for the accumulation and distribu- 
ton of funds. Au equitable distribution de- 
volves a Very important and difficult work upon 
the board, that might so fully occupy it that it 
might be glad to put other responsibility else- 
where. But it is intended that just and press- 
ing demands in settled, though needy, parts of 
the church, sball not be disregarded, to occupy 
men and means in the newer and wore fascinat- 
ing heids. We believe that when all the funds 
of all the presbyteries, for the work of home 
inissions and sustentation are expected to be 
deposited in a common treasury and intrusted 
to the bourd itis only right to expect that the 
wants of the wheie Church, as expressed by the 
presbyteries, shall be carefully considered, and 
THE DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS BE EQUITA- 

BLE. 
It this principle be disregarded, we fear the re- 
sult will ve that funds will be withheld, and the 
necessities of separate fields be provided for by 
otber agencies. 

III. The third — is supported by the 
considerations presented in the discussion of the 
Urst. 

“IV. The issuing of a commission by the 
board in the present form is regarded by your 
committee au exercise of power that the consti- 
tution of the Church has vested in the presby- 
tery. The expressions ‘our missionary’ and 
‘we commission you to preach the Gospel are 
regarded as seriously objectionable. The li- 
céusure of a presbytery is a commission to 
preach the Gospel. We are persuaded that 
many unpleasant impressions would be removed 
by substituting an agreement or contract for 
this formal commission, and that the recogni- 
tion of the fact that the appointing power is 
vested in the presbytery would be the removal 
of many serious difficulties. 

V. The fifth principle presents the plan we 
submit fur overcoming the greatest difficulties 
that have been brougut to the notice of the 
committee. We have only 

FOUND TROUBLE AND COMPLAINT 
when the board, not content to base its refusal 
upon a want of funds, ur upon the conviction 
that stronger claims should have the prefer- 
ence, bas assigued reasons and made conditions 
that preabyteries regarded a serious interfer- 
ence with their ownaffairs. In presenting these 
principles tor your adoption we have taken 
great cure to commit to the board the final de- 
termination of the wisest and most equitable 
distribution of the funds intrusted to its care. 
We have been equally careful to assert no pris- 
ciple, to suggest no fixed rule, that should inti- 
mate to presbyteries that it was only necessary 
to make a demand to be assured that“ it should 
be met. But while we recognize this necessity 
of wisely guarding the funds of the board, we as 
clearly recognize the necessity of carefully 
guarding the righis and powers of the presby- 
ters. 

“ While we admit the right of the board to in- 
form itself of the promises and prospects of 
particular fields asking aid, and to take every 
proper precaution to keep such laborers em- 
ploved as are deserving of the support of the 
Cburch, yet we are persuaded that ‘the direc- 
tion of missionary work,’ the organization or 
continuance of churches, the 
QUALIFICATIONS, CHARACTER, AND E- 

PLOYMENT OF MISSIONARIES, 
are matters concerning which the presbytery 
must be the tinai judge, after faithfully consid- 
ring avy objections or suggestions that the 
board may see tit tosubmit. Or, as the princi- 
ple piainly declares, after the board has com- 
muuicated its objections either to the leid or 
the laborer for which aid is asked, and inti- 
mated conditions that in its judgment should 
prevail, if tme presbytery signifies its ad- 
herence to its first application, the board can 
ynly refuse on the ground that it iacks funds or 
Mels the necessity of meeting stronger claims. 
Bkfore leaving the discussion of this principle, 
wa&desire to call attention to one of the gravest 
dangers discovered—viz: the condemnation of 
minimeers Without trial, and by a court that can, 
in mowt cases, only judge by vague rumors. A 
ministers good name is bis greatest treasure.

In all these principles we recognize the fact 
that the board, as the assembly's agent, must 
wisely consider the claims of the whole fleid, 
and that no single presbytery bas rigbts that 


+ will justify an interference with the interests of 


the whole body with which it has signified its 
willingness to act. But the reverse must be 
equally true—viz.: that the agen that repre- 
sents the assembly has been vested with no pow- 
er to interfere with the reserved rights of the 
individual presbyteries. 

„ Recognizing the pecessity of some definit 
and practicable plau for bringing the board and 
the Presbyteries into more barmonioug rela- 
tion, for furnishing the board with facts and 
requirements throughout the wide «field of its 
operation, for giving the board better oppor- 
tunities to communicate its condition and plans 
to the Church, your committee beg leave to 
recommend the adoption of the following sug- 
gestion of the board, which, iu their Judgment, 


Wees wise and to give promise of greater ef- 


ficiency: 
THIS SUGGESTION 
is substantially as follows 

Each synod shall appoint a Home Missionary 
Committee, to consist of the Chairmen of the 
presbyterial committees within its bounds. This 
committee shall meet anuually, near or during 
the meeting of the synod. It shall be the duty 
of the committee to ascertain as pearly as pos- 
sible the whole number of churches and mis- 
siopary fields needing aid within the bounds of 
the synod, and as nearly as possible equalize the 
salaries of missionaries in the presbyteries. 
They shall ascertain the amount it will be fair 
to expect for the work of the home missions 
from the churches of the synod; and, as nearly 
as possible, determine the amount of aid that 
will likely be asked from the board for the sup- 
port of missionary work within the bounds of 
the synod. The committee shall coufer, when 
practicable, with representatives of the board. 

These synodical committees shall, as soon as 
possibie after the meetings of the synods, re- 
port to the board the necessities of the fields 
and the probabie amount of money required, to- 
gether with the probable contributions from 
the synods to the board. 

“The reports of these synodicai committees 

should be sent every year tothe assembly, and 
referred either to a special committee or to the 
Standing Committee of the AssemLly on Home 
Missions. The committee, after cousidering the 
wants ot the whole fleld, as they sball be set 
forth in these reports from the various synods, 
shall make their report to the assembly with 
such recommendations for the ensuing year as 
the exigencies of the work may seem in their 
judgment to require. 
THE PRESENT SEEMS AN AUSPICIOUS TIME 
for the adoption of the pian posed. By the 
recent action of the General Assembly the 
synods bave been enlarged and wade contermi- 
nous with States. Wou it not wise to en- 
large their work and responsibility? What more 
important work could be given to these great 
synods to perform than to watch and guide the 
missionary work within their bounds and in- 
crease the funds and the etheteucy of our Board 
of Missions? 

“Your committee is persuaded that sucha 

lan adopted wouid not only greatiy id the 

rd iu its arduous work, and more generally 
interest the synod@ and presbyteries in their 
part of the work, but would also do much to re- 
move maoy existing difficulticsand much of the 
friction that causes complaint. Such faithful 
oversight upon the part of tne synods would 
likewise, we beiieve, greatly aid the board in its 
endeavours to induce churches to become self- 
supporting. 

THE SLOW PROGRESS OF CHURCHES 
towards this desirable atthinment is the vocca- 
sion of much trouble, and greatly hinders the 
board in its desire to undertake pew work. The 
watchfulness and urgeucy of synods would bea 
great relief to the board, and would bring its 
work into closer reiations to the churches. 
Aud foally, such a committee, by obtaining and 
giving infurmation, by earnest appeal and sys- 
tematic effort, could greatly aid the board by 
increasing the contributions of the synod to its 
treasury. They could at once increase the sup- 
ply, and diminish or better equalize the demand 
tor ald within its Dounds, and, keeping a watch- 
ful eye upon its own field, wisely determine new 
enterprises and the enlargement of the church. 

“The plans we propose and the changes we 
suggest are not intimations of any lack of con- 
fidence; they sre not suggested as euros to un- 
faithfulness, discovered or feared, but as prin- 
ciples and plans whose recognition and adop- 
tion, we believe, will bless us with a fuller dar- 
mony and crown this great mission work with a 
more abundant success, It is our duty and our 
pleasure to commend the board and its officers 
to the Church, to deere unhesitatingiy our 
convigtion that it ie their constant purpose to 
be just and generous to the humblest applicant, 
and wise and faithful in the execution of the 
solemn trust of the Church. 

“ Our opportunities should call us to the adop- 
tion of any lawful measures that may 

PROMISE GREATER EFFICIENCY. 
Anything that will strengthen the board in the 
face of the great work that God had indicated 
is the thing for which we are searching. The 
Board of Home Missions ts rooted ia the love of 
the Church. It has grown with the empire that 
it seeks to pogsess. It is ably and faithfully 
directed. Surely its few faults can be told and 
corrected, without impairmg the confidence of 
the churches In¢be board. or placing any injuri- 
ous restrictions upon its efficiency. It must be 
sustained by our larger liberality, and have the 
benediction of our more fervent pravers. But 
the gifts and prayers of the Church will be best 
assured by the uplited determination of the 
board, and the Church it serves, to study dili- 
gently the things that make for peace. 

“We bave only tbis intimation to add, that 
should the assembly favorably regard our re- 
port, We are prepared to submit such a revision 
of the rules of the board as would, in our judg- 
ment, carry out the principles and pians which 
we have herein submitted for your considera- 
tion and action.

AFTERNOON SESSION 


the Rev. George C. Noyes presented the report 
of the miuority of the committee, signed by 
Drs. Noyes. Darlmg, Mitchell, Handy, and Mc- 
Pherson. The minority state that if the aiffer- 
ences related only to matters of detail, or even 
to principles of minor impoMance, they would 
nave felt constrained to yreldto the judgment 
of brethren whom they, in common with the 
whole Church, esteemed and honored; but, since 
these differences related to fundamental prin- 
cipies on the maintenance of Which, in their 
judgment, the efficiency of the board and the 
integrity of the Presbyterian polity depend, 
they felt that to concur in the recommendations 
of the majority would be a violation of the trust 
committed to them. The minurity fully agree 
with the majority in their courmendation of the 
intelligence, devowon, zeal, and fidelity of the 
Board of Home Missions. It is contended by the 
minority that there is no necessity for the 
sweeping yoy — proposed by the majority. 
That there bus been friction under the present 
system is not denied, but 
RECEIVED BY 
PRESBY TERIES, 
brought out in response to specific invitations, 
are considered by the minority as surprisingly 
mall in number under the circumstances. 
Many of these complaints arose years ago out of 
the distresses of the time. They were so few in 
number and of such a character as to be alto- 
gether insufficient to justify any radical changes 
such as proposed. In the opinion of the minori- 
ty the best answer to the charge that the preseut 
system of conducting the bome-mission work 
caused wide and increasing dissatisfaction and 
distrust was found in the fact that for the last 
five years, or since the beginaing of the greatest 
outery against the board, its receipts have stead- 
ily increased year by year, from $258,000 in 1878 
to $403,000 last year, while churches have been 
testifying their 

CONFIDENCE IN THE OLD POLICY 
and in the men who administered it by pouring 
into the treasury of the board a sum almost 
$80,000 larger than was ever before contributed 
to this cause in any one year in the bistory of 
the Church. Besides this, 26 more churcbes 
have contributed. If this be a result of 
dissatistaction, the minority believe more of it 
would be a good thing. With these facts in mind, 
the minority concluded that there was no call 
and no justificaaon for any change whatever in 
the general principles of the Church's conduct 
of home missions. But, even if they assumed 
that there were serious existing evils that de- 
manded redress, the minority would be wholly 
unable to approve of the measures by which the 
majority proposed to correct them. Ou the con- 
trary, the minority believe t the plan pro-

REVISION OF THE BOOK OF DISCIPLINE, 
which was appointed by the assembly of 1878, 
presented its tinal report, containing a compre- 
hensive revision of the old Book of Discipline, 
the revision of the form of government baving 
been tasen out of the hands of the committee. 
The committee consists of the Rev. Messrs. E. 
P. Craven, E. F. Hatfield, Alexander T. McGill, 
William E. Moore, Nathaniel West, R. W. Patter- 
sou, and Francis L. Patton, and Eiders William 
Strong, Joseph Allison, 8. M. Breckenridge, 
Sumuel Moore, and John T. Nixon. The report 
is of great interest and will be generally dia- 
cussed. The entire Book of Discipline bas been 
remodeled, but many of the changes are textual 
and of no great importance. 

In the question of 

THE PARTIES IN CASES OF PROCESS, 
the committee recommended the following, 
which comes in as Sec. 5, Chap. II.; 

“No prosecution shall be allowed in case of 
alleged personal injury, where the injured par- 
ty is the prosecutor, unless those means of 
reconciliation have been tried whicb are re- 
quired by our Lord—Matthew, xviii, 15-17: ‘If 
thy brother sball trespass against tnee go and 
tell him nis fault between thee and bim alone; 
it be shall hear thee thou hast gained thy 
brother. But if be will not bear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every word 
may be established. Andif he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto the Church.“ 

The next important inoovativa is in the mat- 
ter of 

THE PROSECUTOR, 
the following being Sec. 10 of the same chapter: 

* When the prosecution is initiated by a judi- 
catory the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America shall be the prosecutor, and 
an original party: in all other cases the individ- 
ual prosecutor shall be an original party.” 


PROCESS AGAINST A MINISTER 


has been guarded by the following, which is Sec. 
37, Chap. 6: 

* : minister be accused of an offense at 
such A distance from his usual place of resi- 
dence as that it is not likely to become other- 
wise known to his presbytery, it shall be the 
duty of the presbytery within whose bounds the 
offense is alleged to have been committed, if it 
shall be satisfied that there is probable ground 
for the accusation, to notify his presbytery 
thereof and of the nature of the offense; and 
his presbytery. on receiving such notice, shall. 
if it appears that the bopor of religion requires 
it, proceed to the trial of the case.’ 

Chap. 5, which bears ou 

THE QUESTION OF EVIDENCE, 
has been carefully remodeled, but the changes 
are generally more of Vorm than of substance. 
The important changes are contained in the fol- 
lowing secuions from the committee's report: 

“62. Any judicatory, before which a case may 
be pending, shall have power, whenever the 
necessity of parties or of witnesses shall require 
it. to appoint, on the application of either party, 
a commission of ministers ore iders, or Doth, to 
examine witnesses; which commission, if the 
case requires it, may be @f persons within 
the jurisdicnon of another body. 
Commissioners 80 appointed shail 
such testimony as may 
either party. The testimony hall be 
taken in accordance with the rules governing 
the judicatory, due notice having been given of 
tbe time when and the place where the witnesses 
are to be examined. All questions as to the rei- 
e®uncy or competency of the testimony so taken 
shail be determined by the judicatory. The tes- 
timony, properly authenticated by the signa- 
tures of the Commissioners, shall be trans- 
mitted in due time to the clerk of the judicatory 
before whom the case is pending. 

“65. It. after a trial before any judicatory, 
new testimony is discovered supposed to be im- 
portant to the excuipation of the accused, he 
may ask, if the case has not been appealed, and 
the judicatory may, if Justice seems to require 
it, grant a new trial. 

“ 66. If, in the prosecution of an appeal, new 
testimony is offered which, in the judgment of 
the appellate judicatory, bas an important bear- 
ing on the case, it may refer the whole case to 
the inferior judicatory for a new trial, or, with 
the —— of parties, take the testimony and 
bear and determine the case.“ 

One of the great changes is the distinction 
which is mad@e in the distinction made in Chap. 
l4 between 

COMPLAINTS AND APPEALS, 
which is a new departure in the discipline of the 
church, the sections of importance being as 
1ollowe: 

“80. A complaint is a written representation. 
made to the next superior juaicatory, Dy one or 
wore persons subject and submitting to the 
jurisdiction of the judicatory complained of, 
representing any delinquency, or any decision, 
not judicial, by an inferior judicatory. 

** 86. Neither the complainant nor the members 
of the judivatory complained of shall, sit, de- 
liberate, or vote in the case. 

“89. An appeal is the removal of a judicial 
case by a written representation from an in- 
ferior to a superior judicatory; and may be 
taken, by either of the parties, from the final 
judgment of the lower judicatory. These par- 
ties shall be called appellant and appellee.“ 

ONE OF THE GREAT QUESTIONS TO BE DE- 

CIDED 

is whether the members of the lower court sball 
sit in the higher, the principle baving received a 
striking illustration iu the Swing trial, when a 
minority of the Syuod of Northern Lliaois de- 
cided to remove Prof, Swing, the Presbytery of 
Chicago, wich bad voted to retain him, not be- 
ing allowed to vote on the appeal. The commit- 
tee present the old section, but also an alterna- 
tive taking the opposit view, which will be the 
subject of beated discussion. The sections are 
as follows: 

+ 93, Neither the appellant nor the members 
of the judicatory appealed from shail sit, delib- 
erate, or vote in the case. 

ALTERNATIVE. 

“93. When a case is taken by appeal to a su- 
perior judicatory, the judicatory appealed from 
shall not be considered a party, and its mem- 
bers may sit, deliberate, and vote.“ 

A number of changes are made in the chapter 
on dissents and protests, but they are not of 
striking importance. 

In Chap. XI., on the subject of 

JURISDICTION, 
among other changes are the insertion of the 
following paragraphs: 

“ 108. if a chureh becomes extinct, the presby- 
tery with which it was connected shall have 
jurisdiction over its members, and grant them 
letters of dismisston to some other church, It 
may also determing any case of discipline be- 
gun by the session and not concluded. 

~ 100. lf a Presbytery becomes extinct, the 
synod with which it was connected shall have 
juriediction over its members, and may transfer 
them to any presbytery within its bounds. It 
may also determine any case of discipline begun 
by the presbytery and not concluded.” 

The tevision of the directory for worship is 
chiefly in the matter of form, and no striking 
ulterations are made.

The 
committee expressed its coptidence in the 
Board of Publication, but s ested some 
changes io its methods of work. ration be- 
tween publishing and missionary departments 
of the board was recommended. commit- 
tee expressed the belief that missionary work 
of colporteurs would be interfered with if they 
were instructed or inda by commissions 
on sales to make the selling of 
booke their primary purpose. The present 
complicated system of superintending mission- 
ary work was criticised, and it wag recommend- 
ed that but one Superintendent have charge of 
the entire work. e committee submitted a 
serics of resolutions intended to effect 
greater unity in the management of the work of 
the board, to increase its efficiency, and reduce 
its expense.

Hatred Engendered by the War Still 
HKankliug in the Hearts of the South- 
ern Presbyteriaus. 

Spectai Vispatch to The Chicago Trou. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 22.—The General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church of the South is 
still in session in this city at the First Presbyte- 
rian Church. The attendance is somewhat 
increased, and the interest in tke ses- 
sion continues very great. Today was the 
most important one since the body has 
been in session, owing to the fact that business 
of great importance came before the body for 
consideration. The assembly was called to- 
gether at 9 o'clock, and, after being opened 
with prayer and singing, proceeded to 
business. The ftth aunual report of 
the Executive Committee of the in- 
stitute for training colored ministers was then 
read. It gave evidences of satisfactory prog. 
ress in the work on hand, settme forth tne 
following increase in the number of its 
students: In the frst annual report oniy six 
students were mentioned, two of whom 
were Presbyterians; in the second, six 
students, three Presbyterians; in the 


third, thirteen, five Presbyterians; in the 
fifth, twenty-three, eight Presbyterians: 
and in the sixth, twenty-two, eleven Presbyte- 
rians. The assembly was reminded that while 
the returus showed a falling in the total number 
of studeuts since last year, the number of Pres- 
byterian scholars had increased in more than pro- 
portionate ratio. The report went on to state that 
a presbytery had been organized partly in the 
State of North Carolina and partly in the State 


‘ot Souta Carolina, composed entirely of African 


ministers. it also pointed out the ana useful 
work in which several of the negro graduates of 
the institute had been and were now eo : 

The Judicial Committee read a report on 
the compiaint of the Key. Dr. Park (colored), 
who claims to have been denied the right to 
vote in the presbytery to which he belongs, rec- 
ommending that the assembly enter into an in- 
vestigation of the matter according to a pre- 
scribed form, reading the complaint, hearing 
from complainant and respondent, ete. On re- 
quest of Dr. Lefevre the matter was placed 
upon the docketgo be taken up ia its due turn. 

The great business of the day was next en- 
tered upon—the question of sending delegates 
to the Northern Presbyterian Assembig, now in 
session at Springticid, III., to exchange mutual 
salutations and express the willingness of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church to codperate with 
that of the North in the work of foreign evan- 
gelization; and was at a former meeting re- 
terred to the Committee ot Foreign Correspond- 
ence, and as Dr. Brown, Chairman of that 
committee, arose this morning to read 
the report prepared by himself and his col- 
leagues every eur in the Assembly was kept on 
the gui vive and a dead silience prevailed 
thnrougbout the hall. The committee's report in 
substance was as follows: That, while the 
committee was in favor of the ex- 
change of mutual salutations toward. their 
brethren of the North, and also of codperati 
with them so far as practicable, they believ 
the assembiv sbouid draw a line as to the form 
and extent of the friendly correspondence em- 
ployed: First, because they were in dan- 
ger of ineonsistency should they 0 
too tar. it baving deen determined 
at several previous meetings of the body to de- 
cline the invitauon of the Northern Assembly 
to send a visiting delegation to confer with 
them; second, on the ground of right, the 
Northern Presbyterians having e use of 
certain denunciatory expressions toward those 
of the South during the progress of the 
late War which have never been retracted: and 
third, because the establisbment of the closest 
relations toward the Northern Church is apt to 
cause civil dissension in the ranks of the 
Soutberu body. 

The Rev. P. Fairley, of Mississippi, moved the 
adoption of the report. 

Dr. Pitzer made a motion to strike out the 
reasons set forth by the committee. 

De Lefevre insisted upon retaining the last 
given reason, which he said was the one really 
to te considered. 

S. T. Denney, of. Texas, offered a substitute, 
Statiag that while the assembly did not recede 
from its former position it was willing to ac- 
cept the invitation of the Northern brethren, 
-_ providing for the appointment of a delega- 

on. 

At the hour of adjournment of the morning 
sessiou the report was still the subject of dis- 
cussion, no different action having been arrived 
at. Tonight the Committee on Fo M 
isin sessiou, and upon the meeting of the as- 
sembly in the morning at 9 o'clock the discus- 
sion upon the subject of the report of the con- 
vention will be reopened.
